During the year 1940 the fire department has answered 62 
alarms, as follows:

Although the number of calls, especially for chimney fires has: 
increased during the past five years, the actual loss to property 
has been much less during 1940 than for any of the last ten 
years. 

The department is ready at all times to assist in keeping fires 
in the community at a minimum. 

We feel that it would help greatly if the citizens and real 
estate owners would have their chimneys inspected twice an- 
nually and have them cleaned if necessary. 

I am very pleased to say that this year of 1941 will complete 
the payment of notes issued for the purchase of the pumper 
purchased in 19386. 

I wish to thank the town officials and members of the depart- 
ment for their splendid cooperation.

The library has been open 102 days with a circulation of 
10042 books. 

New books added during the year, 150 which include 12 by 
gift, 5 from the pay table and the remainder purchased from the 
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Stewart fund. The circulating library now contains 11000: 
volumes. 

Appreciation and thanks is extended to all whom during the 
year have donated books. The small amount of money available 
for books makes gifts most acceptable. 

Today people are having more leisure time than any previous 
generation. To make the fullest use of this leisure, a library 
offers an opportunity to cultivate those arts and aspects of know- 
ledge hitherto denied to many. Leisure is sometimes most valu- 
able when it means relaxation and the consequent opportunity 
for reading.

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Report of Superintendent of — 
Schools 


To the Superintending Schcol Committee and Citizens of the 
Town of Corinna: rg 
In submitting to you my fifth annual report of the progress 
end condition cf your schools, I am following the same plan 
used last year, as it seemed a very satisfactory one. 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 


During the past year there has been a change in seven of the 
ten elementary teaching positions, which is a much greater turn- 
over than the previous year. Four of the changes have been in 
the rural schcols and three in the village. 

At Corinna Village, Mr. Clyde Hichborn replaced Mr. Horace 
Morse, Miss Dorothy Sproul replaced Mrs. Gera!dine Given, and 
Miss Luella Dickenson replaced Miss ‘Gertrude Chick. At Cor- 
inna Center Primary, Miss Barbara Tyler replaced Miss Mabel 
McAllister; At Bond Corner, Miss Marjorie Clement replaced 
Miss Mary ‘Smart; At Bassett, Barbara Greenwood replaced 
Daniel Williams; at Town Farm, Miss Geneva Campbell re- 
placed Mrs. Bertha Cole. 

There have been two changes since school opened in Septem- 
ber. Mr. John Shaw replaced Clyde ‘Hichborn as principal of the 
grade building and Mrs. Steward returned to her position after 
the Christmas vacation. 

There has been a slight change in the arrangement of the 
grades. All eighth grade pupils, who were qualified, were allow- 
ed to enter the Academy in both the rural and village schools. 
This change has been beneficial, as it eliminated entirely one 
grade in the village and some classes in the rural schools. 

Classes in remedial reading are being carried on very success- 
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fully in the village. These classes are for pupils who are handi- 
capped in reading. 

On account of the large enrollment it was necessary to con- 
tinue the same program as last year in the primary room, which 
is, to have the first grade come in the forenoon and the sub- 
primary in the afternoon 

An improvement has been hade in conveyance. Two routes 
were consolidated and a modern school bus used for conveyance. 
The cost is the same as last year. 

School lunch programs are being carried on at Bond Cornex, 
the Center, and Town Farm Schools. So far, it has been im- 
possible to get a program started in the village, as no arrange- 
ments could be made for preparing the lunches with a total of 
Sixty-six (66) pupils staying at the building during the noon 
hour. 

The prize speaking contest in the grades will be carried on 
again this year. With the elimination of the ninth grade the 
number of contestants will be reduced, which ought to make the 
contest a little more interesting. 

New spellers have been furnished pupils in the rural schools, 
also new geographies, and some new readers. Most of our text- 
books are now fairly modern and up to date. Our greatest need 


. at the present time is for modern reading books and more refer- 


ence material. 

Each year one of the field agents from the Department of 
Education has visited Corinna schools. Last year Miss Daigle 
visited us and this year we are expecting Miss Hayden. 

Under the direction of Mrs. Folsom, the music in Corinna 
schools, I think, has steadily improved as a very fine public pro- 
gram was presented this year. 


REPAIRS 


Only minor repairs have been made at the rural schools. Most 
of the money expended has been expended at the village. The 
largest expenditure was for shingling, all other items being for 
minor repairs. 

I have, on several occasions, called your attention to the fact 
that, with a small expenditure, the lighting at the grade build- 
ing could be improved. 

The greatest need for Corinna schools today, I believe, is addi- 
tional room at the Village. With the school population increas- 
ing each year, it would seem as though something should be 
done in the near future. The best solution is to provide for two 
extra classrooms by building an addition to the present build- 
ing. This change would necessitate a new heating plant. 
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THE CONSOLIDATION OF SCHOOLS 


Unquestionably, one of the outstanding potential sources of 
economy in Maine not only in the money spent but in the im- 
provement of services rendered is in the consolidation of schools. 

Up to 1893 Maine maintained the so-called school-district- 
system plan of local government of schools. This was a direct 
inheritance from Massachusetts. At this time, however, school 
districts were abolished and the township was made the unit of 
school government. In 1890 our records show that there were 
in the state 4,534 school buildings. At the present time, nearly 
fifty years since the school-district plan was abolished, there are 
in use in the state approximately one half the number of school 
buildings that there were upon the earlier date. 

It has been our experience in Maine that the consolidation of 
schools follows pretty closely along the line of improved high- 
ways which may be travelled by motor conveyance during the 
entire year. We find by careful analysis that there are many 
towns in Maine, however, where good road conditions prevail 
but where the financial cost or erecting a consolidated school 
is not within the reach of the financial ability of the com- 
munity. Where excellent road conditions prevail the one-room | 
school is largely a relic the community has inherited from an 
earlier day. Financial aid on the part of the state should be 
rendered to the community to enable it to replace these one-room 
buildings with a modern consolidated school structure. Such as- 
sistance on the part of the State would render the community 
better able to maintain a more economical and at the same time 
a more efficient school program, 


CORINNA UNION ACADEMY 


The past year has been a most unfortunate one for Corinna 
Academy. The entire community was saddened by the sudden 
death of Principal Thompson, who had served the school so 
successfully for a long period. The new principal, Mr. Howard 
Libby, is a graduate of Colby, and has had five years of success- 
ful teaching in the high schools and academies of the State. 
There has been one other change in the faculty, Miss Velma 
Brown replacing Miss Wray. Miss Brown is a graduate of 
Colby, has her Masters Degree from Boston University, is a 
graduate of the Curry School of Expression, has attended the 
University of Maine summer session one year, and has had 
seven years of successful teaching in Oakland and Unity. 

A half year of salesmanship and a half year of economic geo- 
graphy has been added to the curriculum. These courses are 
available to pupils who do not care to take a college course. 
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To improve the Academy, a course in Agriculture should be 
added and have the teacher of that subject teach four classes in 
Agriculture and two academic subjects. 

If Corinna Academy is to attract tuition pupils, it must offer 
some vocational course. 


FINANCES 


Unfortunately there was a reduction in both the Equalization 
Fund and the State School Fund this year. Consequently there 
are no unexpended balances. Next year the Equalization Fund 
will be reduced to a minmum, 

The reduction in the State Fund is the result of a reduction 
in the amount of taxable real estate in the State, while the loss 
of the Equalization Fund is the result of reducing school ap- 
propriations last year to the extent that the school tax rate 
is just above the average for the State. 

In order to maintain the schools at the same level that they 
have been for the past two years it will be necessary to increase 
appropriations to quite an extent over those of last year. 

After careful consideration, the school committee have recom- 
mended the following budget:

To the Superintendent of Schools, Corinna, Maine. 

I herewith submit my first annual report of the progress 
and condition of Corinna Union Academy. 

At this writing there are 80 students enrolled. 

The enrollment by classes:

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As you will note from the above figures, there are only eleven 
seniors. I have been informed that there are at least 23 in the 
grammar school and at least 4 from the rural schools who will 
be promoted to high school next fall. This means that our en- 
rollment next fall will be over 90. If this is so, it will be man- 
datory that another teacher be added to our staff; as a class A 
school cannot have more than 30 pupils per teacher. 

Only one new teaching subject has been offered this year. 
A course in Salesmanship and Economic Geography has been 
made elective for upper classmen and has been well received. 

The school has been allocated forty-two dollars a month 
National Youth Administration money. There are seven stu- 
dents participating. Each of these students, being of the 
worthy-of-aid type, are required to work and earn the amounts 
paid them. 

In closing I wish to express my gratitude for the support of. 
the school officials and citizens of ‘Corinna.

Collections 


Although the amount of uncollected 1940 taxes is large, this: 
‘is the first year since 1930 that the uncollected amount at the: 
close of the year has been less than that for the preceding year.. 
Improved business conditions, especially in industry, have ap- 
parently accounted for an improvement in collections. The col- 
lection of tax liens and delinquent taxes has been better during 
this year and, as will be noted from the report of the town 
‘treasurer, the amount of all taxes and liens paid has been ap- 
proximately $5,000. in excess of the 1940 tax commitment 


HIGHWAYS AND BRIDGES 


State Aid construction money for 1940 was expended on 
designation No. 3 leading North from Corinna Center and is a 
continuation of work completed in 1936. 

Third class construction was continued on disignation No 3, 
and the 1939 unit of this road was tar surfaced. A power shovel 
was used on both of the above constructoon jobs and resulted in 
the roads being built at less cost per foot than was the case in 
years when all hand labor was used. 

Four-tenths of a mile of Third Class road No. 1 has been 
tar surfaced from the 1940 appropriation. 
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The special appropriation for the Greenbush road was used 
mainly for drilling, blowing, and cleaning ditches. The Ireland 
road appropriation was used for construction of a permanent 
gravel base road from West. Main Street to the residence of 
L. D. Ireland. 

The greater part of the Unimproved Maintenance money which 
is provided by the State was expended on the road leading 
North from Corinna Center to Jenning’s Corner; the balance 
being expended on the road leading from Jones’ Corner to. the 
Newport town line. ; 

All snow removal has been done with motor driven equipment, 
and, with the exception of work done after the heavy storm of 
April, 1940, little hand labor has been used. 

Some definite action should be taken at the town meeting to 
provide for the purchase or lease of a suitable road grader. The 
present equpiment is practically beyond repair and is expensive 
to use. 

I wish to take this opportunity to thank the road. foreman 
and those who have worked with him for the interest which has 
been shown by them. I accept full responsibility 'for the manner 
in which the work has been done and for the standing gf the 
accounts. 


Southard’s Mills Bridge 

A concrete. bridge, replacing the wooden structure over the 
Alder stream at Southard’s Mills, has been constructed during 
the past year. The bridge consists of two mass concrete a- 
butments, providing a span length of 19 feet, with reinforced 
concrete slab super-structure, providing a roadway width of 
22 feet between curbs. The construction included about 250 
feet of approach road, with all slope protection and tar treat- 
ment of gravel surface. The total: cost of construction as. re- 
ported by the State Highway Commission was $5,028.98, of 
which the town’s share was $2,222.81. Through the efforts of 
Representative J. Cecil Brown a_ special resolve appropriation 
of $2,300 was granted by the 1939 legislature to be applied to- 
ward the town’s share of the construction of this. bridge. 
Since the town’s share of the actual cost was $77.10 less than 
the amount of the resolve, that amount will be credited to the 
account of the town and may be used for the maintenance of 
approaches to the bridge. 


TOWN INDEBTEDNESS 


° During the past year the final note of $1,000 which was indéied 
in 1935 for the purpose of a tractor and’show plow has been 
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paid. A note of $500 has been paid on the fire apparatus loans, 
leaving one note of the same amount due in 1941. $300 has been 
added to the sinking fund for the retirement of town bonds. By 
raising the amount of $307.85 to add to the amount already in 
the sinking fund, it will be possible to retire the entire $9,000 
issue of outstanding bonds when they mature on July 1, 1941. 
The outstanding notes which have accumulated over a period 
of years as the jogun of denpuent taxes oe been reduced by 
$10,078.20. 

Detailed reports of > the activities of the i department, 
fire department, etc. will be found in the reports of those 
departments.

Auditor’s Report 


February 17, 1941 
To the Fnhabitants of the Town of Corinna: 

In accordance with instructions from your Board of Selectmen 
I examined the books and accounts of the Selectmen, Town 
Agent, Treasurer and Tax Collector for the municipal year 
ended February 1, 1941. The results of this audit are shown 
in the following exhibits and schedules: 

Exhibits—Comparative Balance Sheet, Report of Treasurer, 
Report of Tax Collector, and Statement of Appropriation Ac- 
counts. 

Schedules—Accounts Receivable, Trust Funds, Notes Pay- 
able, and Analysis of Change in Net Debt. 

-Cash amounting to $1,599.25 was proven from a statement 
issued by the Merrill Trust Company, showing a_ checking 
account balance of $1,577.85, and cash on hand of $21.40 proven 
by actual count. 

The uncollected balances of taxes, tax liens and property ac- 
quired by non-payment of taxes were verified only by lists 
furnished by the Tax Collector, Treasurer and Selectmen as 
appear in the annual Town Report. 

The Accounts Receivable as appear in Schedule 1 were prov- 
en only with the control account. This, also is true of the Notes 
Payable and outstanding bonds. 

The various Trust Funds as appear in Schedule 2 were veri- 
fied in detail by examination of the various pass books and 
bonds, as to the interest received and expended as well as the 
total reserve and investment. 

In referring to Schedule 4 it is to be noted that the town 
debt has been reduced approximately $1,100.00. The reason this 
reduction isn’t greater is caused in part by the writing off by 
the selectmen of certain taxes which they considered uncol- 
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lectable, and adjustment in the 1936 tax lien account. This lien 
was put on a tax which should have been abated. 

In referring to Exhibit D it is to be noted that the only large 
overdraft is in the Town Poor Account. This account, of course, 
is not constant but at your town meeting you should appropriate 
sufficient money for the normal costs that are chargeable to 
this account. 

With the above mentioned exceptions the balance sheet, to 
the best of my knowledge and belief, reflects the true financial 
condition of the town as at February 1, 1941.
